These were followed by two Thor- 
oughbred foals sired by the famous 
Thoroughbred stallion ‘‘Squire Wig- 
gins,’’ 

Following the horses, the visitors 
went through the dairy and beef 
barns where they saw long rows of 
purebred Holstein and Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle of very uniform type 
and as one experienced cattheman 
remarked, ‘‘without a cull of any 
kind in the lot.’’ The visitors were 
shown the chart on which the milk 
given by each cow at each milking 
is recorded. Another chart showed 
the weights of feed of different kinds 
fed to each animal and as one visit- 
itor remarked, ‘‘everything seems to 
be done with the same accuracy 
with which a hogpital nurse makes 
her charts. It was stated that while 
the average production of the cows 
in Alberta is 4600 pounds, the aver- 
age production of the cows in the 
Experimental Station herd during 
the past year was 15,144 pounds of 
milk, or considerably more than three 
times as much as the average. 
Passing through the main stables, the 
visitors were shown the two Aber- 
deen-Angus herd bulls, both of which 
are of outstanding merit. Two. Hol- 
stein bulls were in evidence but as 


“their tempers seem rather uncertain 


they were not brought out before the 
crowd. 

The next department visited was 
the swine. There are at present 67 
brood sows at the Station, most of 
which will produce young pigs during 
February, March and April. In the 
targe piggery there were about a 
dozen sows, most of them with from 
6 to 10 little pigs, of the three breeds, 
Berkshire, Tamworth and Yorkshire. 
Apparently there were as many 
Yorkshire sows as the other two 
combined. Also there were 9 herd 
boars in the pens and yards which 
were specially constructed during 
the past summer for housing these 
animals. , 

Across the lane from the main 
piggery there is a row of 26 small 
cabins which are banked with straw. 
11 of these cabins and yards con- 
tained 7 pigs each, which Mr, Wilson 
stated were all being fed differently 
in connection with various feeding 
experiments. In another 6 or 7 of 
these small cabins there were sows 
with their young pigs which had re- 
cently been brought out of the main 
piggery and although there is a 
stove and everything very comfort- 
uble in the main piggery, these little 
pigs seem to be quite comfortable ir 
their new quarters where only the 
small cabin with an abundance of 
clean dry straw was provided for 
keeping them warm. 

The poultry was the next depart- 
ment visited. Here in a long row of 
houses something over 600, 1939 
hatched pullets are being tested in- 
dividually for their ability as layers. 
Every pullet has a number band on 
her leg and as only trap nests are 
provided, each egg laid is credited to 
the pullet which is found in the nest. 
To some of the old timers it was 
quite interesting to find that the or- 
iginal long house on what was once 
the Fiewelling farm is now a large 
poultry house containing about 200 
beautiful White Wyandotte pullets. 
Tt was stated that this was one of 
the warmest and most satisfactory 
poultry houses on the Plant. 

About an hour and a half was con- 
sumed in visiting the horses, cattle 
swine and poultry. Mr. Reed, the 
Superintendent, expressed regret that 
the time would not permit to take 
the visitors to see the incubators 
where the chickens are hatched and 
the brooders where they are reared. 
Also to see where each egg is weigh- 
ed and the weight credited to the 
pullet which laid the egg. Also, time 
on this occasion did no permit of 
seeing the bees in their winter quar- 
ters, most of which are this winter 
being kept in the open in large win- 
tering cases, Another interesting 
department which may be seen at 
some later time, is the Grain Clean- 
ing Plant where several thousand 
bushels of seed grain are every 
spring cleaned for the farmers of the 
district.

The pomp and glitter of the open- 
ing ceremonies on Capitol Hill are 
over. The salvos of cannon have died 
away to silence, but the hum of 
movement of business has replaced 
them in the legislative chamber. 

Mr. Speaker Johnston occupies his 
chair daily and keeps a firm hand 
on the helm: of the precedents and 
practices of parliamentary usage. 

The reading of the speech from the 
throne by His Honor Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor BPgbert, last Thursday, left a 
distinct atmosphere of disappoint- 
ment in legislative circles. The pro- 
gram of the government at first 
seemed so incomplete, so indefinite, 
that the members—those on the left 
of Mr. Speaker at all events--4were 
taken back for a brief spell.’ There 
was so little to quarrel over and, to 
use a vulgarism, to chew the rag 
about, 

One prominent member of the 
house said to the writer on the day 
of opening, ‘‘This is going to be a 
very tame session.” With the gen- 
eral line of the government’s pro- 
gram there is little to quarrel over, 
it is true, but every matter broached 
is of importance. One wonders in 
what particulars the opposition is 
going to find food for division and 
criticism. 

But, did ever an opposition, be it 
Conservative, or Liberal, Labor or 
Independent, or even U.F.A., face a 
government in power without finding 
plenty to condemn and correct in 
that government's policy? Certainly 
not. Oppositions are there to op- 
pose. 

And so, on Monday, George Web- 
ster, the new' Liberal leader in the 
provincial house, turned his battery of 
criticism, and trained every gun with | 
deadly...aim,. onthe. government of 
Premier J. E. Brownlee. 

Mr. Webster, is rio mean adversary 
in debate-and ht‘knows how to search 
out the weak «gdts in thé armor of 
his foes. e began onthe. gpvern- 
ment’s defensive campaign’ by’ “con- 
demning its policy with regard to the 
propose plans. for bettering the irri- 
gation projects in the soutli of the 
province. , 

It is not the purpose of this article 
to strengthen or weaken Mr. Web- 
ster’s cause, orto in any way at- 
tempt to boulster wp or detract from 
his attack on the government. The 
facts as they appear to the writer 
are all it is aimed to give. Mr. Web- 
eter charged into the fray as_ it 
seemed with a general and sweeping | 
display of figures, all assembled and 
correctly summed up so as to prove 
the ‘‘inefficiency and expensivencss’’ | 
of the U.F.A. policy in the Northern 
Irrigation district. 

The Liberal leader claimed that 
the U.F.A. government had shown a 
conspicuous lack of ‘‘capacity and 
an absence of courage, or both.’’ 
Well, it must be a pretty bad gov- 
ernment that lacks courage, capacity, 
economy and efficiency. But there 
are two sides to that opinion. Mr. 
Webster declares that -the province 
of Alberta is rushing into big losses 
in the irrigation area in the south, 
and he promises the undying opposi- 
tion of the Liberals to any measures 
that are likely to increase that loss. 

Perhaps one would be forgiven for 
slyly pointing to a little amusement 
in Mr. Webster's attack that springs 
from the memory of an outsider to 
politics. 

The doughty Liberal leader round- 
ly denounced the naming of an ad- 
visory commission to probe the irri- 
gabion problem, as.a method of ev- 
ading ministerial responsibility. 


tasteful proposal but it was 
ranted by existing conditions. 


That was exactly the complaint of 


the Conservatives against the  Lib- | 
erals. im the federal parliament dur- | 


ing the last administration of the 
Mackenzie King government and the 
preceding one. It was charged that 
whenever a problem arose that 
threatened present troublesome de- 
bates, a commission was appointed to 
‘‘eide track it.’’

He called loudly 
upon Premier Brownlee to give his 
official family a real shake-up. 

The debate on the speech from the 
throne will likely occupy a large 
share of the sittings in the house 
this week. D. M. Duggan, the Con- 
servatipe leader is at present firing 
his guns in a telling attack following 
Mr. Webster. He will be followed by 
Fred J. White, leader of the Labor 
party. Other speakers set down to 
join in the angument include W. G. 
Farquharson, (U.F.A. Ribsone), Don- 
ald Cameron, (U.F.A. Innisfail), J. 
Russell Love, (U.F.A. Wainwright), 
Donald Mecleod, (U.F.A. Stoney

I will just mention here that old 
rotten straw stack bottoms should 
have been scattered on, this land 
when it is meadow, and this can be 
done almost any time during the 
year. This system of crop rotation 
can be worked successfully on one, 
two or three or more quarters of land. 
The only thing is to be sure to divide 
all cultivated land into five equal 
parts. It is best to divide them in 
long parcels, if possible, as it is more 
easy worked. To utilize all hay and 
pasture, this may mean a considerable 
increase in your live stock. Do not 
expect this will make you rich at once 
as it will mean considerable outlay 
in cash, but you do not have to do 
this all at once.

provident war débt settlement with 


speech by General 
States ambassador: in London, made 
to an American Legion post here, has 
electrified the country. 

General Dawes said that when the 
United States had sent two million 
soldiers to Europe she. left them 
without munitions, without horses, 
with few rifles or artillery and not a 


single airplane. 
‘We were let down:-badly from 
home,’’ he asserted. ‘‘Of every 


thirteen pounds of food eaten by 
American soldiers, Britain and 
France, principally Britain, supplied 
eight pounds. Jn every instance our 
requests to Britain for supplies for 
assistance were gladly given, when it 
meant a sacrifice by her own men. 
We had even to ask for anaesthetics 
because American soldiers were un- 
dergoing operations without them. 

‘«Whenever it was humanly pos- 
sible Britain supplied them without 
any question as to whether she did 
not need them more herself. It was 
then I realized the magnificent great- 
ness of the British government and 
the glorious British army. My sin- 
cere admiration continued to grow 
and it will never cease. 

‘‘What marvellous effort, what 
supreme sacrifice, and all with a 
smile. Some small political attempt 
to belittle the deeds of the armies of 
Britain and France has been made, 
but the fact was we failed to supply 
practically everything we needed our- 
selves, except magnificent soldiers. 

‘¢Men who served, as I did, realize 
that had it not been for the great 
role played by Britain, we would nev- 
er have been able, as an ally, to have 
achieved. final and glorious victory.’’ 

British newspapers pay tribute. to 
the United States great help in the 
struggle, but say that to exaggerate 
the part played by the American ar- 
mies is not truly to honor them.

Reports for 1930 were given at the 
annual meeting of the Hospital Board 
held in the office of Fraser and Mac- 
Donald on Friday afternoon. A. M. 
Campbell was appointed chairman of 
the meeting. Statistical and finan- 
cial reports were read by the Secret- 
ary, A. D. MacDonald. Number of 
patients treated for the year were 
468, or a total of 3468 hospital days. 
In 1929 there were 38846 hospital 
days. 
was $3.45 as against $3.74 the prev- 
ious year. Total earnings «mount 
to $12,774.55 and expenditures to 
$12,002.19. The Bank balance at the 
beginning of 1930 was $4897.50 and 
at the end of the year $4522.16. Out- 
standing accounts contracted this 
year amount to $2140.60. A Victor 
X-ray machine was purchased during 
the year and every effort is made to 
keep the hospital equipment up-to- 
date. 

In view of the prevailing depres- 
‘sion, the Board considers the finan- 
‘cial condition of the hospital to be in 
good shape. 

Election of officers resulted in the 
‘three retiring directors: Mrs. E. L. 
‘Misener, Mrs, John Gilmour and Mrs. 
'W. N. Morrison being unanimously 
re-elected for the ensuing . three 
years.

That the Government of Alberta 
intends thelr new wharf at Gull Lake 
to be a penmanent structure is evi- 
denced by the work they are doing 
there now. It will be remembered 
that last Spring the incoming ice 
did a large amount of damage to the 
pier, which necessitated considerable 
repairing. This year the T-head has 
been almost doubled in size, and the 
front and both sides protected by 
steel plates sloping down to the 
water. Immediately behind the T- 
head on either side are huge piers 
constructed of timbers and filled with 
rock. These piers are also covered 
on the front and two sides with 
steel plates which also shope down 
toward the water. The sloping steel 
buttresses will tend to break the in- 
coming ice, while the side piers will 
fend it off from coming against the 
wharf at an angle. This construc- 
tion 1s going on now and a large 
camp of workers is esablished at As- 
pen beach.
